Mrs. Hooper writes as follows to the 
Philadelphia Press: ‘‘In default of Pari- 
sian gossip and of French royalty, per- 
mit me to repeat to you some chit-chat 


respecting the young king of Bavaria. } 


King Louis has, it is said, entirely lost in 
these last few years the slenderness of 
figure and the youthful look which so 
lately distinguished him. .He has become 
stout and is now a large, finely-propor- 
tioned and handsome man, instead of an 
elegant poetic-looking boy. He is said to 
be in treaty with the royal family of 
Prussia for the hand of the daughter of 
Prince Frederick Carl, who is, conse- 
quently, grand niece tothe Emperor of 
Germany. He has not outgrown his 
mania for odd and whimsical follies, 
though he has not equaled, of late years, 
his notion of having a lake constructed 
on the roof of the royal palace, where I 
believe it still exists, and whereon he 
meant, in imitation of Lohengrin, to sail 
in a boat drawn by swans. 

“The architect, when summoned to re- 
ceive his orders for this watery sky par- 
lor, declared at first that the thing could 
not be done. ‘But it must be done,” 
quoth king Louis; and, the most of prin- 
ces being still potential, even in this re- 
publican age, the lake was finally con- 
structed. Then anew difficulty arose; 
the waters of the lake were not of a pretty 
color. Theking wanted them to be blue, 
after the orthodox fashion of poetic and 
romantic sheets of water. So the water 
was drawn off and the sides : nd the bot- 
tom of the tank painted blue, but still the 
water refused to show the proper azure 
tint. Then an infusion of indigo was 
tried, aud the lake looked blue enough in 
all conscience, but the unhappy swuns 
vot dyed the same tint by sailing upon its 
bosom, and presented a splotchy and 
streaky appearance, anything but roman- 
tic. So the modern Lohengrin had the 
tank refilled with pure water, and re- 
signed himself to the idea of a colorless 
lake. This odd construction was at one 
time shown to strangers, but a traveling 
Frenchman once wrote to one of the

Hon. Charles H. Hardin.

The Hon. Charles H. Hardin, whom 
the democratic convention of yesterday, 
placed in nomination for the office of 
governor of Missouri, is a native of Mis- 
souri. Iie was born in Columbia in the 
vea®@ 1820, and is consequently now in 
the fifty-fourth year of his age. His 
childhood, youth and early manhood 
were passed in the place of his nativity, 
where he received a liberal education, 
and prepared himself for the practice of 
the Jaw. In 1845 he removed to Fulton, 
Missouri, and engaged in_ professional! 
pursuits. In 1844 he was married to 
Mary B. Jennings, daughter of Thlico- 
drick Jennings, Esq., of Bonne Femme, 
Boone county, 

Ife held an official position for the first 

time in 1848, when he was chosen prose- 
cuting attorney of the third judicial  cir- 
cuit. © This position he held for the term 
of four years. From this office, in 1892, 
ie was transferred by the vote of his 
county to the general assembly of *the 
state. He was re-elected 1854, and 
again in 1858, to the same honorable po- 
sition, 
During the period of his service as the 
representative of Callaway county in the 
general assembly he was chosen, to fill a 
number of distinguished trusts, which he 
discharged with ability and honor. In 
1855, by appointment of the legislature, 
he was one of the revisors of the laws of 
the state who gave to us the revised stat- 
utes of 1855. Ile was then honored with 
tue appointment of commissioner to su- 
perintend the printing of the work. In 
L858, by appointment of the house of rep- 
resentatives, he was one of the managers 
of the impeachment of Judge Albert 
Jackson before the senate, 

In 1860 he represented the counties of 
Callaway and Boone in the state senate. 
This was during the days of secession, 
Claib. Jackson was governor, and Thos. 
C. Reynolds, lieutenant governor. He 
was then, as now, chairman of the judi- 
clary committee of the senate. 

Ile responded to Jackson’s call for a 
session of the legislature at Neosho and 
Cassville, but voted against the secession 
of the state, on the ground, however, 
that there was not a quorum of the assem- 
bly present. In 1862, as the courts were 
closed and the business of his profession 
at a halt, he left his home in Fulton and 
removed to a farm near Mexico in Adrian 
county. Here he remained until the 
close of the war when he removed to 
Mexico, where he resumed the practice 
of law and engaged in the business of 
banking as president of the Mexico 
Southern bank. 

In 1872 he was again chosen to the 
state senate from the senatorial district 
composed of the counties of Audrain, 
Boone and Callaway. He was = again 
made chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee by appointment of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Johnson, 

Mr. Hardin is the founder of Ilardin 
college, an institution at Mexia», for the 
education of young ladies, which opened 
its first session last fall. He gave to the 
college its buildings and grounds, and an 
endowment of $30,000.

Just about five months ago ground’ was 
broken for the new Catholic college near this 
city, and now 890 t has been the. expedi- 
tion with which the work has been earricd 
on, that in less than a fortnight the build- 
ing will be ready for the furniture, and fully 
ready for opening the first session of the 
college early in October. 


and were absolutely astonished to find the 
| work so well advanced. The carpenters now 
have little to do besides building the outside 
steps and portico and finishing the balusters. 
The plastering in the tird, fourth and fifth 
stories is finished, and that in the other two 
stories will be completed by the end of the 
week, 

The building is one of the largest in the 
state, being 130 by S5feet and tive stories 
high. The style of architecture is plain, 
but massive and substantial. The walls 
are of the best brick that could be obtained, 
and although of sufficient thickness to guar- 
antee their strength, they are made still 
stronger by pilasters between all the win- 
dows. The wood-work is plain, but neat 
and substantial. Everything about the 
building conveys the impression that it has 
been constructed with a view to securing 
strength, durability, comfort and conven- 
ience. No money has been expended in 
ornamention. That can be added at any 
time, but nothing else is lacking that could 
be desired in a building of that character. 

The ground floor contains a number of. 
comfortable class-rooms, a students’ dining 


. room 30x68 feet, a professors’ dining room, 


store rooms, pantries, china closets and 
other necessary apartments. 

The second floor, into which the main en- 
trance opens, contains a parlor, the presi- 
dent’s reception room and private apart- 
ments, besides a number of other smaller 
rooms and a general exercise room, which is 
40 by 75 feet in dimensions. 

The third and fourth floors are divided 
similarly to the second. The large room on 
the third floor will be used for a general 
study room, and that on the fourth floor for 
a temporary chapel. 

The fifth and uppermost story is all in 
one immense apartment, and will be used as 
a dormitory. This room is probably the 
largest one in the state. It is lighted and 
ventilated by means of thirty-nine large 
windows, and will be quite as comfortable a 
sleep ingroom as could well be desired. 

The entire building will be lighted by gas, 
which will be made onthe premises. There 
are broad stairways from basement to fifth 
story, at either end of the building, pro- 
viding easy and eflicient ways of ingress and 
egress, no matter what the emergency may 

©. 
With the exception of the sash, doors and 
mouldings, all the carpenter’s work was 
done on the ground, by men employed by 
the day, under the superintendence of the 
architect, Mr. I. N. McGrath. It was esti- 
mated, at the outset, that the building could 
be constructed for $25,000. [tisnow believed 
that the actual cost will be two or three 
thousand dollars less. The projectors of 
the institution have been so fortunate in 
raising funds that all their bills have been
